make a similar presentation' from the 
sldo of tho Navy. 

Talk To Be Broadcast 

Sir Arthur la the only man outside 
of tho United States who Is being in- 
vited to any ^of these meetings, which 
take the form of lunçheôna. : They, are 
non-partisan, and aro attended by both 
soxcs. Tho discussions aro broadcast 
over the National Broadcasting chain. 
Tho sire of the hook-up' Is determin- 
ed by the desire of the various sta- 
tions on tho chain to'have the discus- 
sions.

Papers And Food 

Biassed News Organs Run 
Solely For Sake Of 
Making Money 

WOMEN ARE JUDGES 

Contend That Modern People 
Have Lost Their Good 
Taste For Meals 

Tho resolutions that, tho present 
state of newspapers bo deplored and 
that tho art ot eating has dégénérât-- 
ed were upheld yesterday afternoon In 
the Arts '34 debates.' Something of an 
Innovation at yesterday's debates was 
tho fact that contrary to custom the 
coeds of Arts '34 acted as Judges. 

J. Nolan and his colleague Bert, 
Hamilton wiio upheld tho' affirmative 
of the first resolution argued that as 
newspapers ^ wcro conducted for the 
solo purpose ot making monejr all 
opinions expressed were biased. Bert 
Hamilton strongly condemned tho tab- 
loids which he pointed out had a very 
degrading and' ovll Influence on the, 
readers, partlculnrily tho younger 
readers and Immigrants. 

Discus* Newspapers 

Tho ncgatlvo spenkor.s defended 
newspapers pointing out that they did 
great work In instructing tho people 
axid transmitting. news in exceedingly 
fast time. Davo Goodman arguod that 
newspapers wero - strong financially 
and were in a position to bo selective 
In their choice of advcrtlsQments. 
Fred ClcUind In upholding this sldo 
admitted that the tabictlSBlKad an evil 
effect on the public but' pointed out 
that theso tabloids comprised less 
than ton per cent of newspaper pub- 
lications and states that aftçr all they 
wore not genuine newspapers but were 
just sensational magazines. 

In'the debate on eating N. ICeyfltz 
and I. K.,j3iibln. were given ; tiie decision 
over J.^'GqId'Btélri'''nna'^ M. E. Oolden- 
bcrg. The arguments of Iho attlrma- 
tlvo speakers wero that tho artlticlal- 
Ity of canned goods and mass produc- 
tion ot food In our .'modern day na-: 
turally dertaots from tho very exis- 
tence of the art of eating. N. Key- 
fits pointed out that tho ancient Ro- 
man and Mediaeval epicure had learn- 
ed to . d.ltterentl ate ibetween food and 
oholcetzMalnrino and excellent wine. 
I. N. Dubln argued that the ancients 
took a . price' In their food and their 
wine and did not merely consume

For the i\nX years . of it's existence 
IcGill College was Without a building 
^■ia. which to cari^^^ijRork. ' After .a 
long period ot oB^KEi. indecision, 
plans \rere-;^to^^^l^l838. >/I1)e8e< 
■ provided forfSToSFbtf ice ait tiie en- 
trance to the grounds, and ornamental 
bridges over the stream that xan 
through the grounds. However, no 
plans were accepted because they in- 
volved too great an expenditure. 

In' 1840 the matter^ ,wa^ brought up 
again and money" w'ti8'~ voted for tho 
erection of a building. Two main 
wings were to face East/and West, 
with • connecting iitructurei, Booma 



were to- be provided for- one .hundred 
stQdents.(^and accommodation for pro> 
feasors stipplled. ^ ^ . 

Tiie College buUdl^ -yas to have â 
ehai>e1, and a i^ W jjfi ri Éfegi» cellar (or 
beer and wlS^'^WMSfwere days of 
financial distress for McOUl. and again 
it was tonnd that such a building 
wpnid be too expensive. The plans 
wer* changed to provide two build 
ings: the present central ArtA Build 
Ins.ai^jUté indent Sut Winer, or Ad 
ministration offloea. 

During the summer ot 1.141 the 
erection of the buildings was carried 
on and finally in the taU ot 1848 the 
original College building was opened. 

In October 1921 the present recon- 
s^^j^^^U^itflidlng was completed. 
mlS^bflBmu^i^nt and entrance ore 
all that remain of the old structure, 
the new building having been erected

PLATIN G EXP LAINED 

Production Of Plumbing 
Supplies Observed At Jas. 
j Robertson Plant 

Commerce juniors had t'lo oppor- 
tunity of visiting th^ foniidry ot the 
Jas; Itobcrtson Co. /ymterday. Tho 
trip, was under the supervision of 
Professor n. R. Thompson, and of- 
ficials of the company. 

The production of water- faucets, 
taps, stoppers, pipes and fixtures 
was seen, and fully explained from 
tho earliest stages where tlio brass 
Is cast, vMli^g^;, plated, threaded 
and packed"ror''«»ipping. 

The machine-shops wero. first ex- 
amined, and the students were 
shown how the future water-taps 
wero cast In the rough form. The 
Robertson-ifoundi-y Is a high and; 
airy structure with red-hot blast 
furnaces at ono end. Three men 
carry red-hot clay fireproof recep- 
tacles containing molten brass at 
500 degrees F. The »brasa Is poured 
'ntO:;.l>and-mado sand moulds, where 
Ititliotdens In a few minutes. 

JiJds Made at Foundry. 
"Th'e'KmouJds themselves are mado 
at tho '^itoundry by the company. 
They aro made In two hah-es. The 
moulds are In a row, and after trie 
metal > In ^ them has hardened, the 
mould Is broken and cosUng taken 
out. Tho casUng is treated to a 
sand blasting' process which 
smoothes tho surface. All excess 
brass that falls eut' is collected, 
washed, re-melted and used again. 

The moulds in their rough state 
are taken to tho polishing depart- 
ment, Horè they Me buffed; that 
Is scraped and polished ,lnto a state 
tor a good plating Job, and then 
plaeed-lnto the nickel-plating bath. 
Chromium plate pir square foot 
costs 40 cents moro than nickel, but 
produces a higher gloss and is rust- 
proof. The chromium is put on top 
of the nickel, ^the process taking 
about 2cy||^utes. Nickel plate 
loolts yeuc|*r3Wm comparison with 
chrohlum. "" '

Giving unsuspected sidelights on 
the history of ancient Crete and tho 
Mtnoan dynasties with their highly 
developed form of soclsty, Dr. AV. D. 
Woodhead, chalrnmn of tho depart- 
ment of Latin, addressed tho Mech- 
anics Instituto la.st night, on the 
subject of "Crete." Tlio lecture was 
Illustrated by Blldea showing the 
finds in the ruins at that island and 
tho sites themselves. 

In the first jilace, said tho speak- 
er, interest was aroused in the 
mind of Schlicmann, the man who 
excavated the nilns of Troy. Ho had 
read tho mytliology of tho ancient 
times to a great extent. One of 
these stories was that of the Mino- 
taur and Theseus which was thought 
to Jiavo t.akcn pl.aco In Crete. 
Worked for 25 Years. 
Ills theory was, that it tho name' 
situation existed in Crcto as in Troy 
there sliould be cxtcnslvo ruins to 
bo discovered. ITo was not able to 
excavate as tlio 'Turks were In pos- 
session of the Island at tho time. 
Eventually when the British had 
taken Crete, th^ work was set under 
way under tho direction of Sir Ar- 
thur Evans. For tho past 2â yeaxa 
Sir Arthur has been working and 
many Interesting objects have been 
brought to light. 

The island Is only about ISO miles 
long and 25 miles wide. There are 
three pi^Inclpal sites of former towns 
of which the main one Is Knossos. 
It Is situated on top. of a hill In the 
central section of the Island.. By 
tho ruins disclosed, said Dr.- Wood- 
head,; tho. Cretan civilization has 
heen'4atèd back to 4000^> B.'C. while 
It- lasted about 2000 years. ^Tho 
method of estimating the date la 
complex In the extreme.^ It entails 
comparison with contemporary . ar- 
diltecture In Egypt, in Greece, and 
In measuring the depth of earth 
which has formed In the course 'of 
time.

Heaviside Layer 
Theory Expounded 

Apparatus To Measure Polar 
ization Of Waves Described 



Speaking at a meeting of tho Phy- 
sics Colloquium last night W. B. 
Ross discussed the theory and ex- 
perimented Investigation of the 
Heavyslde layer. Early Investigators 
found that wireless signals appeared 
to be retleotçd back from space to 
the surfaco of the earth. This fact 
led Heavyslde and Kennedy Inde- 
pendently to the assumption that the 
earth .{.WMj^ surrounded at a great 
hetgm^KiA Ionized layer which 
acte^^^mflector of Incident radio 

Early experiments on the nature 
and height oi| the Heavyslde layer 
were not satisfactory ail atmoepher' 
les anÀ^ fadtns mad« consistent re- 
sults difficult to obtain. Bos* de- 
scribed an ' apparatus assigned by 
Holllngwortlv'ln 1^20 to ineasure' tiie 
direction and polarization ' of waves 
refléoted from the lonlxed layer. This 
apparatus consisted essentially, of 
tw«igtuné4^èlreulta,v<:;Pliléed^^ 

tor erave Is pblariîéd, capacity jnay 
ha^lntroduced Into one circuit tmtn 
resonance Is obtained and the phase 
difference between: the .two* compon- 
'entS; may then be calculated. 

Lately Riiich use has been, made of 
the ^echo" method. Short pulses of 
radiation ' are ' transmitted. ° : from one 
station and reoelved by another sta- 
tion . at some distance. Using . an 
osdilpgrsiih the time ot arrival ot 
the l^nnd signal and . the signals 
reflected from the .

New Educational 
Method Described 

Principal Of St. George's 
School Speaks At Meeting 

EXPERIENCE TEACHES 

Power Of Observation And 
Creative Abilities Of 
-Children Developed 

"A now spirit is evident In educa- 
tion as well as In the other aspects 
ot llfp," said Dorothy Cross, speak- 
er at the second ot tho series of 
vocational .talks sponsoiied by tho 
S.C.A. of R.V.C. held at Royal Vic- 
toria College yesterday afternoon. 

Miss Cross, a graduate of McGIIl 
and Columbia, is tho Principal of 
the St, George's Progressive School, 
whose object Is to develop and find 
appropriate outlets for the capabili- 
ties of children. At present the 
pupils- at the school range from four 
to six yeai-s ot nge^-iut Miss Cross 
hopes to expand tho school and bring 
the pupils ■ up to high school. 
Children Make Trips. 
Tho method of the school Is to 
teach by experience, and to develop 
the powers of observation, the crea- 
tive and co-operative abilities ot 
the children. To this end they are 
taken^raj^jwfaround the island of 
Montr«wfln'oraer to Icam its geo- 
graphy, and to firo stations and 
theatres, of which thcytinake mod- 
els In school. They dramatize stor- 
ies they have been told, and learn 
songs and games under the direction 
of a teacher. 

The learning of tho various tech- 
niques, such as reading and Tyrltlng 
Is reserved until a later period when 
the children are considered suffici- 
ently advanced intellectiially to 

greatest|^^g|^^|;i^wmBl ' and 
homelike at^^ai^. is maintained 
In the sch<^||Bipphe activities are 
based upon the real Interests of the 
children. 

Psychology Neceisary. 
Miss Cross, stressed the fact that 
all teachers in . progressive* schools 
should ^gdàra^Ujçnmd knowledge ot 
Mental H^^^^IIISnd _ Psychology, 
especially tiie new Educational Psy- 
chology, which oonocntratea not up- 
on preparing Ôie child for the place 
he wlll iawmtiiially Uke In Ufe, but

Pacifism And Patriotism 

Much has been written recently re- 
garding that almost, hackneyed subject 
disarmament, with the purpose more or 
less in' view of gaining for the world ultimo 
ate peace. In all these disertations it is 
.stressed that the prerequisite for peace is 
,a, mental attitude towards it, a real desire 
S-|or it, a "peace complex". The fostering 
■of this attitude is the real purpose of the 
variôus disarmament committees in Ameri- 
can àîid Canadian universities. 
■ : ; "Apropos of this movement there ap- 
peared recently in the Daily two interest- 
ing letters, the first the upholder of the 
enlightened pacifist, the second that of .the 
typical patriot, the Son of Canada. The 
"first letter embodies the opinion of a new ^ 
body of citizens who Avould make war im- ; 
possible by -refusing to fight no matter: 
what the circumstances were. To what i 
extent are they justified in taking this 
"f owardly" and "unpatriotic" stand ?•..::

The huge 
stacks of commodities .'icciinnilating in 
government depositories would i.bt be so 
much waste: but they would represent 
the people's .saving, their security against 
old .ige and misfortune. -

Cretan Civilization 
Was In Advanced 
Stage Of Culture 

(Continued -from Page One) 
None of the early Cretan his- 
tory can be ascertained as the In- 
scriptions cannot be read and re- 
main a closed book. Peculiar styles 
of architecture are evident and the 
old story of the labyrinth of Minos 
plainly results from tho difference 
between the orderly buildings of the 
Greeks and l\\o rambling, edifices 
of the Cretans. 

The speaker then showed pictures 
of various things whijcb had been 
found and said that their plumbing 
system would put to shame any in 
modern Creto. They had a highly 
developed art and their wall pictures 
and pottery vie with anything of 
today. 

He described a tour which he had 
made on tho eround in the company 
of Sir Arthur Evans and outlined 
the f uatures of the modei'n island. 
It Is very mountainous and it Is 
only' possible to move about on foot 
or qn horseback. The signs of Greek 
and Turkish possession are well evi- 
dent and there are many sites to be 
excavated apart from those of the 
Cretan period.
